“AMERICAN FEVER.” 
More Than Twice as Many Danes 
Emigrated in May as During the 


Same Period of the Preceding Year. 
(RY THE ASSOCIATE PRESS—P 
COPENHAGEN, June 10.—{A. P. 
Correspondence. Wired from Chicago 
June 21.] The emigration figures for 
May. 1903. show that more than twice 
as many persons emigrated from Den- 
mark to America as during the same 
period last year, and the “American 
fever’ shows no signs of abating. It is 
shown, however, that money sent back 
by Scandinavians in the United States 
offsets to a large degree the loss to the 

country caused by the emigration. 

Figures recently published in Chris- 
tiana show that during 1902 a total of 
14,000,000 kroners was remitted in this 
way to Norway, alone.

With axes, the 
young churchmen quickly cut open an 
exit from the car, and their work of 
rescue began. With the assumption of 
military discipline, they became more 
thoughtful, and were soon coping with 
the situation in a brave and effective 
manner. A detachment was sent back 
to the camp to bring dlankets and 
water, and for the time being the vie- 
tims of the wreck were made as om- 
fortable as possible, on the bare ground 
beneath the trestle, from which the car 
had made its fatal plunge.

With new 
the American Protective Tariff 
League has resumed its campaign 
against Cuban reciprocity. The pres- 
ence here this week of Charies A. 
Moore, president of the league, and 
his repeated calls at the White House 
mark the beginning of the final stage 
of the tremendous fight kept up for 
two years. 

All efforts are now concentrated on 
the President, to prevent, if possible, 
the calling of an extra session early 
in November. Both in person and by 
letters, the American Protective Tariff 
League has been arguing with the 
President against such a course. 80 
strong was the feeling that Moore was 
urged to come here and make a per- 
sonal effort. The answer to all fran- 
tic appeals is found in the semi-official 
statement made today, stronger than 
any other intimation yet given out, that 
Congress will be called to meet in 
extra session November 9. 

The President is stil firm in his de- 
lief that it is the national duty to 
give reciprocity to Cuba, and now that 
action by both branches of Congress 
has necessar y to oomplete 
the treaty negdtiations, he wishes this 
to be done as early as possible, and

Furthermore, the President has been 
told that if he.persists in calling an 
extra session to complete negotiations, 


he will aliénate many of his prominent 


personal supporters in New York. This 
has had no effect on him. . 

The Protective Tariff League is so 
confident of defeating reciprocity that 
its officers have told the President that 
final action will fall in the House, and 
that if this failure comes in an extra 
session, it will be all the more marked, 
and a more serious blow to the admin- 
istration than if it occurred during the 
regular session.

OPENLY SOLD. 


Two Hundred Thousand Are 
Starving in Kwang Si. 


Insurrection in ‘Yunnan Causing 
Officials Grave Alarm. 


Priests Captured and Murdeved by 
Retels— Many Perish in 
Burning Temple.

PEKING, June 3.—{Wired from Vie- 


toria. June :.] News has been re- 
ceived here that the famine in Kwang 
Si is growing worse by degrees. The 
starving populaton is estimated at 200,- 
000, and daily numbers of deaths oc< 
cur from starvation. The Chinese are 
considering an official subsertption list. 
The British authorities in Hongkong, 
alded by public subscriptions, have 
been sending aid for two months. A 
Japanese port says cannibalism is be- 
ing practiced, and human flesh is pub- 
licly offered for sale. 

Kang Yu Wei, the well-known Chi- 
nese refugee, leader of the reform 
party. arrived at Hongkong from Cal. 
cutta May 31. on receipt of an alleged 
telegram from the Chinese Emperor, 
wro urged him to return to Peking, 
Yung 
Lu, was dead. The Hongkong members 
of the reform party told Kang that 
they were convinced the imperial sum 
mons was bogus, and had been sent to 
Alis as a ruse to entrap him. Accord- 
ingly Kang gave up the idea of going 
back to Peking. and has sailed again 
for the Straits Settlement and India.

have effected a junction. with the rebel 
force of Kwang Si, whereas in Yun- 
nan, the increase of famine is swelling 
the rebel ranks. 
A Peking dispatch of June 4 says 
the Yunnan insurgents now number 
over 50,000. They are well trained and 
armed with weapons of improved pat- 
tern. So far the government forces have 
fared in encoufitera with the reb- 
els. A dispatch from Canton says an 
American railway expert has been mal- 
at the hands of the rebels. A 
Tien-Tsin dispatch of May 28 tells of 
the occupation of Shih Ping by the in- 
surgents on that date. Details have 
not been received vet of the capture 


of Linnau by the rebels, but from ref- 


ugees who came from that place it has 
been learned that a church ‘belonging 
to French missionaries was destroyed 
and the missionaries fied to Yannan Fu 
of the priests were captured 
and murdered by the rebels while on 
the way.

JAPANESE DIET CONVOKED.

TOKIO, June 1.—[Wired from Vic- 
toria June 21.! The eighteenth session 
of the Imperial Japanese Diet, con- 
voked May, came to an end June 4. 
In October, before the next session be- 
gins, Prince Konoye's Presidency of the 
upper house will end.

The leading papers of St. Pe- 
tersburg are reported as regarding the 
Japanese Naval Expansion Bill as of 
profound significance. 

Regarding the previously reported 
seandalous conditions surrounding the 
construction of the Uraga Dock Com- 
pany, no authoritative statement has 
been issued. Japanese papers, however, 
are full of vague hints of the impend- 
ing collapse of the company in conse- 
quence of this contract. 

Arrangements have been made for a 
steamship service, on which three 3000- 
ton steamers will be placed between 
Java and China and Japan, connecting 
at Yokohama with the oriental fleeta 
on the Pacific. The steamers, which 
will commence a monthly service in 
September, are the Tjipanas, Tjilatjap 
and Tjimahi, one of which was built in 
England and the others in Holland.

NEW YORK, June 21.—({Exclusive 
Dispatch.} “I think we have seen our 
last great coal strike, sald John Mitch- 
ell today. “The whole situation re- 
solved itself into this: Are labor un- 
ions bigger than the people?

TURKISH SPIES HUNTING 
THE HUNTSCHAGISTS. 


S. G. Shagairan Says Circular Was 
Sent Him Containing Names of Thir- 
teen Doomed Men—Two of the Num- 
ber Done to Death. 


[RY DIRECT WIRE TO'THE TIMES} 


ROSTON, June 21.—[Exclusive Dis- 
patch.] “A circular was sent to me 
about two months ago,” said 8. 6. 
Shaghairan of the Huntchagist So- 
clety of Boston t ‘ght. “On this clr- 
cular were the » nes of thirteen 
members of the s iety. The circular 
said that we were I doomed to death, 
and must be ready. ince then we have 
lost two members, who were done to 
death by a ring that is hounding 
others here. 

The immediate occasion of Shag- 
hairan’s startling statement was the re- 
cent assassination in Odessa of L. B. 
Chittjian, a member of the society, | 
which has caused a great stir in Ar- 
menian and missionary circles here, and 
has resulted in a call upon the Federal 
government to protect the remaining 
Huntchagists. It is asserted that spies 
are being employed by the Turkish 


government to watch Armenians in 
this city. 
“Two of our members are already 


dead. The rest of us are on the list 
of condemned.“ continued Shaghairan. 
“The Armenian colony, and especially 
the members of the society, are aroused 
at last to the extent of their peril by 
the untimely death of Chittjian. The 
other victim was murdered in Russia 
about a month ago. The murderers 
were never punished, and never wiil 
be punished. The Huntchagist Society 
is a former revolutionist society in 
Turkey. We were the most radical 
party, and are looked upon with the 
greatest hatred by the government.“ 
Shaghairan is about the only mem- 
ber of the society willing to discuss its 
affairs for publication. Chittjian, while 
here, was outspoken, and it is said that 
this brought about his death. He was 
forced to fly from Harpoot, Turkey, 
ten years ago, because oi his antagon- 
ism to the Turkish government. He 
had preached the doctrine of the sword 
and the Huntchagist Society, a body of 
Armenian patriots, looked upon him as 
leader. He became bolder and bolder 
in his denunciation of the Turks, but 
one day he disappeared. 

A few months later Chittjian made 
his appearance in America. He settled 
in Worcester, and in a short time was 
instrumental in forming the Armenian 
Congregational Church. He was its 
first pastor, and for several years 
preached to the congregation, besides 
going all through New England build- 
ing up the Huntchagist Society. He 
never relaxed his endeavors to spread 
the spirit of revolution among his fel- 
low-countrymen, and became the ac- 
knowledged leader of the Armenian 
revolutionists in this country. 

Three years ago he came to Boston 
to live, and began to write extensively 
on Armenian matters. Chittjian went 
abroad in September, and from time to 
time advices were received from him. 
He had succeeded in getting his family 
to London, and once more ventured into 
Turkey. It was reported that he had 
been seen in Harpoot, and that Turkish 
spies had degged him over half the 
continent. The next tidings was that 
he had been mysteriously murdered in 
Odessa.

RUSSIA’S RULE IN CHINA. 


Some Illustrations of What the Effect 
Will be—The Russian and Chinese 
Much Different in Character. 


{Correspondence London Chronicle] 
In spite of the latest official denials, 
the danger of Manchuria’s ceasing in 
name, as is has long ceased in fact, to 
form part of the Chinese Empire has 
not passed away. Rich in minerais 
and precious stones, a white man's 
land, a wheat-growing country, Man- 
churia is a valuable possession. It 
was China’s, and, possession being 
nine-tenths of the law, is Russia . 
Do we in England understand what 
this means’ “After all,“ as I heard 
remarked the other day, “we can't 
help it; HKussia is geographically to» 
strong, and the country is at least 
passing from an uwneivilized to a civ- 
Used rule.“ 

It is not necessary to repeat here 
the tale of the horrors of Blagovest- 
chensk, but a personal frie of mine 
is a witness to their reality. On his 
way to that city while two days’ 
journey down the river he saw floating 
on the water the corpse of a China- 
man. Then he passed another and 
another; then two more tied together 
by their pigtails; then more, until as 
he drew near the city the drowned 
bodies lay so thickly together that 
the whole broad sweep of the river 
was one dark mass of floating dead. 
Tied together by ter pigtails, and 
many of them horribly mutilated, the 
dead Chinese in their hundreds, un 
their. thousands, stretched from bank 
to bank, a moving river of the dead. 
In the spring of 1901 another friend of 
mine was traveling in Manchuria. He 
oo accompanied by his Chinese com- 
pra dor. 

When they left the railway line and 
struck across the country in carts, the 
land betame suddenly dead, each vil- 
lage as they entered it was deserte:!. 
Signs of life, recent life, were there 
in plenty; loaves of bread in the ovens, 
pigs in the yard, fires in the houses, 
but no people, not a sign of man, wo- 
man, or child. He had come on bus- 
iness, to buy pigs’ bristles; and in 


order to buy it was necessary to find 


some one to sell, but no one was there. 
The first day they wondered, the sec- 
ond they consulted, and then the 
comprador said he had a plan. Would 
the master stay a jong way outside 
the next village quite hidden and let 
him go on alone. The master couid 
and did. The comprador went on by 
himself. After a Mie he returned 
aniling, and they drove into a popu- 
lated village in triumph. The expla- 
nation was simple but sufficient. The 
Russians had occupied Manchuria for 
a year, and the Chinese were ur- 
quainted with their rule. Seeing a 
white man coming toward the village, 
they naturally mistook him for a Rus- 
sian, and fled, a all their earthly 
possessions behind them, hoping per- 
haps that he would be content with 
loot, and leave life alone. 
CHINESE HONESTY. 

After several weeks of travel and 
adventure my friend completed his 
business and started back, leaving his 
purchases—with a large sum of money 
—piled together in a Chinese village, 
covered with a tarpaulin and guarded 
only by a Chinese watchinan, whom 
he had hired for the purpose. I 
should mention that all this while he 
had carried about with him the nec- 
essary purchase money in silver do'- 
lars. He was traveling alone, among 
the Chinese, with a Chinese servant, 
and he said it was only while he was 
on the railway and under the special 
escort of a guard of Russian soldiers, 
that he had any fear for his money or 


his life. Once back i nSiberia, he went 
to the 


manager of the railway tv 
inguire about the transportation of 
his purchases, and the Russian mana- 
ger of the Russian railway advised 
him “as a friend” not to have the 
goods sent by rail, because they would 
probably be stolen. So they came by 
boat, by Chinese boat, and not 0 
much as a dollar's worth was missing. 

Viadivostock is a Russian town. It 
is not inhabited by criminals, whether 
political or otherwise, but bg Gov- 
ernment officiels, soldiers, merchants, 
and coolies And the same conditions 
of life and trade which exist there 
will no doubt repeat themselves in 
Manchuria when Russia has “civilized” 
the Chinese into a state of complet> 
subjection By the grace of the Czar 
foreigners are allowed to live and 
trade in Viadivostock, but the Gov- 
ernor can deport any person or persons 
he thinks fit at twenty-four hours’ 
notice, no reasons given. This power, 
which is absolute, has some curious 
results, and proves a large source cf 
income to the Governor. I was much 
surprised one evening at the serious 
effect produced by what I thought an 
item of mere local gossip. The Gov- 
ernor had been losing heavily = at 
carda.”. But I altered my opinion a 
little while after when a Russian of- 
ficial came to my office, and remarked: 
in substance if not in actual words: 
“You're Jones 4 Co. Ah!“ turning to 
a list in his hand, “the Governor is 
raising a subscription for a bust of the 
are down for 1000 rubles. 

The money was paid and 
promptly. But the bust has not yet

After all, the Governor's actions are 
understandable. No Russlan

The whole question of a peaceful, 
not to say successful, life in Siberia 
is one of knowing how to bribe; and 
the faflure is equally simple; you may 
not bribe enough or you may bribe 
the wrong person. 

THE RUSSIAN SOLDIER.

Rockefeller, though te richest man in

represented by his partners. Rs el 
Sage is a ditector of twenty-four cor- 
Perations, the monthiy mertings of 
all of which he is said to attend regu- 
larly, and as $5 is paid each director 
for every meeting he attends, Mr. 
Sage's income from this source ts about 
$1500 a year, or probably almost enough 
to cover that frugal gentleman's per- 
sonal expenses. Wmam R. Vander- 
bilt directe fifty varied companies. 
while George J. figares in only 
fourteen. Charles Schwab is down on 
the directorate of N corcerns, and Mr. 
Harriman holds seats on forty-nine 
boards. 

This is another indication of the 
etrenuosity’ of modern American life. 
It would be interesting to know how 
many of these men suffer from dys- 
pepsia, insomnia or nervousness. A 
man who takes so much upon his shoyl- 
ders should certainly be a close stu- 
dent of hygiene, or he is likely to be 
curtly reminded by mother naiure 
that there Is a limit to human endur- 
ance, 


GREAT COUNTRY. 


Our northern neighbor, the Domin- 
ion of Canada, is just now undergoing 
a remarkable stage of development. 
The wast stretches of Western Canada 
are settling up with amasing rapidity. 
A Minneapolis paper, the Journal, 
shows that while during the decade be- 
tween 1891-1901 the population of Can- 
ada increased only about half a million, 
a growth largely exceeded by many 
single States of the Union, more than 
100,000 Americans have flocked into 
Western Canada during the past four 
years, In addition to as many Europe - 
ans, besides thousands from Eastern 
Canada. Not only American men, but 
American money is being poured into 
the Dominion, In vast sums. It is es- 
timated that within the past two years 
over 25,000,000 acres of land has been 
purchased by Americans in the Cana- 
Gian West. The incentive that has 
brought so many séttiers into that 
country is found in the enormous ex- 
tent of rich land, preducing from twen- 
ty to thirty, and even fifty bushels of 
wheat to the acre, which land may be 
taken up on terms somewhat similar 
to those prevailing in the United 
States. Already over a hundred mil- 
lion bushels of grain is harvested in 
one season in Manitoba. 

The immensity of that country is 
realized by few Americans. The total 
area of Manitoba and the Northwest 
Territories is about 348,000,000 acres, ot 
whith it is estimated that at least 200. 
000,000 is arabic, making quarter sec- 
tion farms for 1,250,000 families, or say 
5,000,000 people. Alreudy several new 
transcontinental railroads have been 
planned through that section, so as to 
handle the enormous and rapidly in- 
creasing crop. a, 

North America je indeed a great 
country, in more senses than one. 


WEETNESS AND HEALTH. 


In reckoning up the resources of 
California comparatively little atten- 
tion is usually paid to the honey crop, 
yet it is one of California's important 
industries, and represents, in an aver- 
age season, a value of several hun- 
dred thousand dollars. A fes months 
ago the present season promised to be 
a record breaker, 98 far as Southern 
California is concerned. when a pro- 
tracted spell of cool weather came, 
which was unfavorable to the work of 
the busy bees. The crop will, how- 
ever, be a very large one. An article 
recently contributed to the Fresno 
Democrat by George Robertson, con- 
tains some interesting information re- 
garding the honey industry. 

Callfornia holds the first place among 
the States of the Union as @ honey 
producer, although it is only a little 
more than half a century since the 
honey bee was introduced on the Pa- 
¢ific Coast. The value of honey and 
wax produced in the United States was 

tly estimated at $6,664,904, while 

e value of the California output was 

31,909. Ot the total output of the 
State, about half 1&8 produced in ihe 
eight southern coynties, Including San 
Luis Obispo. San is the largest 
producer of honey in California, Fresno 
coming second. The honey made by 
the bees in Southern California from 
the blossom of the white sage is cele- 
brated throughout the world. Honey 
from tees that have fed on the eu- 
calypt® blossom is credited with val- 
uable medicinal purposes. 

The bee business offers excellent op- 
portunities to invalids of small means. 
There is mach mountain land that is 
adapted to bee raising that can be 
used for scarcely any other purpose. 
Some govornment land may yet be 
had, or a quarter-rection may be pur- 
chased at a very reasonable price. The 
work is light, and by living in the 
open and constantly breathing the pure 
air, while drinking water from the 
granite hills, the sick man its almost 
sure to become ron and vigorous 
within a short time, unless his maiady 
has gone altogether too far. Invelids 
who come to California to re®ain their 
health, and who are not possessed 
of large means, should by an means 
avoid the cities, investigate the bee 
business, and look up a mountain 
ranch.

EFORE a tremendous congregation 
that occupied every seat and most 
aty preached his inaugural sermon in 


of the standing room, Bishop Coa- 


St. Vibiana’s Cathedral yesterday 
morning.

both a surprise and a delight as an 
orator.

June 21.—{ Exclusive 
Dispatch.) An average of $1000 was 
realized for the 274 thoroughbred year- 
lings owned by James B. Haggin. sold 
at Sneepshead Bay last week. Haggin 
is the owner of over eight hnndred 
brood mares, and is therefore the most 
extensive breeder of thoroughbred 
yearlings in the world. These mares 
represent an estimated value of about 
three quarters of a million dollars. 
Eight hundred mares are divided be- 
tween his famous Rancho Del Paso in 
California and Elmendorf, his Ken- 
tucky farm. 

Only 274 yearlings were sold last 
week, which is not near the number of 
yearlings owned by the famous Call- 
fornian. He trains more than one hun- 
dred, some die and others are unfit for 
racing and are relegated to the breed- 
ing ranke. There are two or three 
breeders in England and the United 
States who own from two hundred to 
three hundred brood mares, and they 
are considered large owners. The fact 
that Haggcin owns over eight hundred 
mares has not been generally known. 
The recent sale was very satisfactory. 
As his sale generally indicates the 
market, some very large- prices may be 
looked for when the choicest offerings 
from Kentucky are put up.

The First Methodist Church was 
filled to overflowing yesterday morning 
with a congregation gathered to listen 
to Rev. Dr. Robert Molntyre's eloquent 
baccalaureate sermon to the graduating 
class of the State Normal School of this 
city. 

The members of the class and the 
faculty of the school occupied the cen- 
ter section of the church, which had 
been reserved for them. The audito- 
rium was simply but tastefully decor- 
ated. 

The singing was excellent, I'm a 
Pilgrim, by a mixed quartette, being 
especially good. 

Dr. Melntyre’s remarks were fre- 
quently interrupted with fervent amens 
from all parts of the house. 

“The words of our Lord,” said the 
Speaker, say ‘take my yoke upon you 
and learn of Me, for My yoke is easy 
and My burden is light.’ 

“I congratulate the graduates of our 
Normal school who are with us this 
morning. First, because the are the 
favorites of a great State. It has of- 
ee zund and puildings and an eicel- 
lent corps of teachers free to you. We 
all have an investment of money and 
interest in you, and we are anxious for 
you to do something, to be something. 
But special privilege always brings spe- 
Cial responsibilties. 

“The purpose of California in train- 
ing you was that you should pe stew- 
ards of the whole reaim, and that your 
knowledge and training should be a 
help to others and useful to the State. 

“Second, I greet you with pleasure, 
for you are now entering into the broad 
field of endeavor. It was a wise man 
who called the last day ef school life 
commencement day. Heretofore you 
have only made ready to accomplish 
something. Now you are to go out into 
the field of real endeavor. i hope you 
have not worn yourselves out in prep- 
aration, but that you have all come out 
strong and ready for the struggle. 

“Every ending is but a beginning to 
something more. 

“My Savior comes up to you this 
morning and says learn of Me.’ 

“Anything is easy when we have 
plenty of power to do it with, but very 
difficult when the power is slight. 

Have you ever noticed that the peo- 
ple who are always complaining that 
Christianity is hard are those who are 
outside the faith? [Cries of Tes.“ 
ves. ] The Christian hae a source of 
unfailing power which enables him to 
do things which to the unbelieving 
would be impossible. 

“Do you think that the great path- 
finders of history and light are now of 
ever have been working in their own 
strength? 

“T want you to see how the power of 
Christ overfiows in a man and to prove 
to you the truth of His statement, ‘My 
yoke is easy.’ 

“Christianity is a certainty. It can 
never be forgotten by anyone who has 
experienced it.“ 

The great divine then painted a vivid 
picture of Paul's famous trial before 
King Agrippa, and of the masterful 
oration the apostie delivered on that 
occasion, and concluded thus: ‘Then 
Agrippa said unto Paul, ‘Almost thou 
persuadest me to be a Christian.’ 
“And Paul said. ‘I would to God that 
not only thou, but also all that hear 
me this day, were both almost, and al- 
together such as I am, except these 
bonds.’ 
“So as Paul looked upon those warid- 
lings, knowing that they were n 
going down to damnation, he wished 
that they might be not almost, but al- 
together such as he was that day. 
“Paul was right. Oblivion has swal- 
lowed them up and only as they came 
in contact with him are they known to- 
day. We all know that he is better 
off then thev are now. He Its the free 
man now. Thor are the slaves. He is 
happy. ‘lhey are wretched. 

“But even in the days of his tribula- 
tion his yoke was lighter than theirs. 
“The Christian yoke is lighter than 
the worldly yoke. 

“The yoke of the worldly man ts hard 
and the burden’ ts heavy. It is far 
easier to bear a yoke like that which 
Moody or Knox bore than that Na- 
poleon carried. The yoke of this 
world’s glory is very heavy and very 
sad. It is full of shame and sorrow 
and suffering. 

‘This world’s idea of gain is to get, 
and te hold. the gains for themselves. 
The rich forget the poor and do not 
give of their abundance.

“When the worldling is victorious he 
brings bitterness, but when the Chris- 
tian succeeds every one is benefited 
and blessed. The spiritual yoke, easier 
in the bearing, leaves behind great 
happinese and joy. 

“There is only one love strong enugh 
o tear down all barriers and embank- 

nts and lead us up to God. at 
love is Christ's. 

“There is no philosophy so good for 
the uman brain as Christianity. The 
two great problems that are wrecks 
of happiness are evil and death. Chris- 
tianity is not responsible for them. The 
anguish they cause is as keen for athe- 
ist as for Christian. Christianity did 
not make these problems. It tries to 
solve them. And Christianity is the 
only thing that does solve them 
{“amen."") We believe that when this 
earthly tabernacle is destroyed we have 
a ‘home not made with hands eternal 
in the heavens.’ Amens.“ ]

First Congregational Church yesterday 
morning. The text was Romans xiv, 7: 
“For none of us liveth to himself.” 

“The obligation not to live for self 
rests upon every one, he said. “With 
even great weight the educated should 
accept it. The old Latin motto, Non 
nobis solum, expresses this thought 
of the unselfish use of what we are. 
Not for ourselves alone should be the 
real motto for every class. Ihe final 
purpose is to be of use in the world. 
He who would do most for the world 
must be most while in the world. If 
education points to service, for the 
sake of greatest service one must have 
the widest education. fore we can 
live most for others our oWn lives must 
be made strong. The first duty of the 
man who would live ‘Non nobis solum’ 
must be to himself. I believe Mr. Spen- 
cer interprets Jesus law of unselfish 
life when he insists that there is a 
right egotism as well as altruism.” 

Mr. Day then spoke of the duty of t 
educated to self as including the dut 
to preserve what he has gained, not 
to go to seed, to so use his leisure that 
none of his gifts shall be buried. The 
vacation time need not be one of men- 
tal inertia. Men rest by changing oc- 
cupation as truly as by no occupation. 
The duty to seif requires that we keep 
the educating process in life, The. work 
of increasing self mastery must not 
cease. The untrained man is the sport 
of environment. He acts from stimuli 
outside self. The truly educated man 
acts from stimuli controlled from with- 


in if. The squirrel jumps at every 
sound, at the footfall of a man he 
leaps to the sheiter of a limb. Throw 
a stone so that it falls beyond the tree 


and he will leap back into the hunt- 
er's range. Stimuli from without largely 
determine his life. At the opposite end 
we see the great business man, sitting 
amid noise and movement; perhaps he 
hears nothing that goes on, he is so self 
mastered that the stimuli from within 
control his life. He excludes all from 
| outside at will. This process of per- 
fecting self-mastery is fhe duty of the 
educated man to himself. If he is to 
do his best work for the world he must 
be true to himself and be pure himself, 
He cannot meet the emergency when 
great opportunity is suddenly his un- 
less he has been treating his round of 
small duties as though they were great. 
That is being true to self. Unless he 
be pure in heart he cannot see and re- 
flect God to a needy blind and groping 
humanity. He who has lived honestly, 
making his five talents ten and his two 
four, is ready to go on tothe final thought 
of the educated man's duty. The duty 
of the educated to the not self.

Sefior Guillermo Andrade. Mexican 
Consul at Los Angeles, returned yes- 
terday from an eight weeks’ business 
trip. mto Mexico, and immediately on 
his arrival called on Attorney John H. 
Foley, who represents Swensen's inter- 
ests. Attorney Foley made the request 
that the Mexican government set on 
foot an inquiry to have for its object a 
thorough revelation of the facts in the 
mysterious case, and Sefior Andrade 
gave assurance that everything pos- 
sible would be done by him to induce 
government to take the desired 
steps. 

There is no doubt that the Mexican 
authorities will follow Sefior Andrade's 
suggestion, and the clearing up of the 
tragedy, which is shrouded in the un- 
certainty that indefinite * unsatis- 
factory letters and messages have pro- 
uced, may be expected to begin soon. 
It is likely that the Mexican authori- 
ties will see fit to act in conjunction 
with O. B. Steen, attorney for the 
American colony in Sonora.
